in 1974 


Twenty-six persons died in 
Quad-City traffic accidents 
during 1974, an increase of 23 
per cent over the 21 fatalities 
that occurred in the previous 
year, according to statistics 
compiled~by the Press-Record, 

During the year just ending, 
the statistics Show, 844 persons 
were injured in 597 accidents 
that. involved personal injuries. 
Property damage accidents 
were not tabulated. 

The number of persons in- 
jured this year is an increase of 
15 over a total of 823 persons 
hurt in traffic mishaps during 
1973. 

This year nears its close with 
one fatal accident reported in 
December. Three persons died 
in November traffic accidents 
and one person was killed in 
December 1973 

A total of 41 accidents in- 
volving 66 injury cases was 
reported through this month to 
today. 

The largest number of traffic 
fatalities in any single month 
occurred in March when four 
persons were killed. Three 
fatalities each occurred in June, 
July and November, and two 
traffic deaths occurred in each 
January, February, August, 


September and October. One 
fatality occurred in each April 
and May 

The largest number of injury 
accidents in any one month 
during the year occurred in 
August when 98 persons were 
hurt in 63 accidents 

Sevanty-seven persons were 
injured during November this 
year, with 76 occurring in 
October.

An auto-train collision at 9:50 
p.m. Friday claimed the life of 
Miss Gwenn Ellen Olive, 17, of 
2108 Bryan Ave., a lifelong 
resident of Granite City and a 
senior student at Granite City 
High School South. 

The location was the West 
Pontoon Road railroad 
crossing, a frequent scene of 
fatalities. 

Miss Olive was pronounced 
dead upon arrival ‘at St. 
Elizabeth Hospital, 
was taker after an Amtrak 
passenger train, bound from 
Chicago to St.Louis, struck the 
eastbound auté-she was driving 
at the West Pontoon crossing. 

She suffered .head injuries 
and is believed to have been 
killed instantly. 

A passenger in the vehicle, 
her brother, Dean Olive, 20, of 
the Bryan’ Avenue address, 
suffered multiple injuries and 
was transferred to Firmin 
Desloge Hospital, St. Louis, 
where he underwent surgery on 
Saturday. He was in fair con- 
dition today.

Edward (Patricia) Pulley, 4007 
Melrose Ave., told the Press- 
Record, ‘My husband and I

were stopped on the east side of 
the crossing on our way home. 

“The crossing gates were 
down, and the signal lights were 
flashing. I saw a car in front of 
the one that was hit drive 
around the gate and cross the 
tracks. 

Mrs. Pulley said she then saw 
the train approaching just as 
the Olive auto began to cross. 

Mrs. Pulley’s first indication 


that the Olive auto did not cross _ 


the tracks safely was when her 
husband yelled, “My gosh, the 
second car didn’t make it.”” 

The Olive auto was virtually 
sliced in half, with the front half 
of the vehicle coming to rest 
near the roadway and the other 
half being carried nearly a half- 
mile down the tracks, imbedded 
on the front of the train. 

Both Miss Olive and her 
brother were thrown from the 
vehicle, which was struck in the 
left side by the southbound 
train. 

R. 0. Beier, 
engineer on the train, told 
authorities the train was 
traveling at about 70 miles per 
hour and could not be stopped in 
time to avoid the collision. 

No injuries were reported on

The Rock Island Union 
suggested that “the table need 
not be lavish but it should be 
tasteful . . .

array of sandwiches, pickled 
oysters, sardines, cake, jellies, 
fruit and confectionery.” 

Under the heading of “‘Come 
and See Us,” the Inter-Ocean 
published a ‘“‘list of ladies who 
will receive calls today.” 

The paper also advised that 
“it is in order for gentlemen to 
begin their rounds as early as 9 
a.m. and allowable to continue 
as late as 10 in the evening.” 

‘The list ran.for nearly three 
columns of small type and 
contained more'than a thousand 
names. 

The Rock Island Daily Union 
did not publish such a list and 
received a complaint signed 
“Inquirer.” 


‘The paper admitted that it 
had tried obtain a list of 
ladies receiving” but had “met 
with: so many evidences of 
disfavor” that the idea was 
dropped. 

Anyway, it said, a list “would 
lead only to invidious comment, 
unless complete.” 

Statistics on the results of 
these preparations were seldom 
mentioned but the Rock Island 
Union did say that ‘many of the 
ladies received between 200 and 
300 visitors.” 

And the Peoria Daily Tran- 
script said Charles D. Clark and 
B. C. Morse reported they had 
made 74 calls during the day. 
The paper thought ‘‘they stood 
at the head of the list.’” 

People who were not at home 
or were not receiving visitors 
hung baskets at their front 
doors for the deposit of calling 
cards. 

The Inter-Ocean noted, 
however, that ‘‘A large clothes- 
basket tied to a door on the West 
Side attracted considerable 
attention. The general inquiry 
was whether foundlings or 
cards were desired.”

epileptics 
in illinois

Approximately 90 per cent of 
all epileptics experience their 
first seizure before they reach 
the age of 20. 

Kay Spencer was 30 years old 
when she had her first one. She 
now takes daily medication and 
leads an active life. In fact, the 
Springfield resident is much 
involved in volunteer work for 
the Epilepsy Foundation of 
America. = 

The Foundation, at the 
present time, has three chap- 
ters in Ilinois — Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pekin. 

Mrs. Spencer hopes even- 
tually to locate another chapter 
in the 21-county central Illinois 
region, and would like to see 
them in the Madison-St. Clair 
Counties area and in 
Southernmost Illinois. 

The Foundation works as a 
referral service, providing 
interested persons with in- 

“formation about epilepsy and 
assisting in locating 
professional help. 

At the present time, Mrs. 
Spencer is distributing in- 
formation throughout the area. 

“Right now we're showing 
films on epilepsy to 
professionals in the schools,” 
she said. ‘Although there is a 
better understanding of the 
disorder today than in the past, 
there is still a need for 
education. 

“For example, some public 
schools today won't accept 
children with epilepsy and, until 
recently, some states did not 
allow epileptics to marry or 
have children,”’ she continued. 

“In Illinois, recent legislation 
now permits epileptics to obtain 
a driver's license with their 
doctor's permission.” 

Figures from the Foundation 
indicate that four million 
Americans — or one in, 50 
persons have such a 
neurological disorder, which is 
characterized by a seizure. 

However, 50 per cent of them, 
with proper medication, are 
seizure-free with another 30 per 
cent partially controlled 

The cause of the disorder 
remains a mystery. However, 
according to Foundation 
literature, there is agreement 
that it can result from defects in 
the brain; brain injury before, 
during or after birth; head 
wounds, chemical inbalancer 
poor nutrition, childhood fevers, 
some infectious diseases, brain 
tumors and some poisons. 

Epilepsy does not cause 
mental retardation, but a brain 
injury or disorder of the central 
nervous system which caused 
the epilepsy may also cause 
other conditions. Too, some 
severe uncontrolled seizures 
during childhood may have an 
effect on mental capacity, 
according to the Foundation. 

Although it is generally ac- 
cepted that there is a significant 
heredity factor in epilepsy, 
what is inherited is not some 
form of the disorder but a 
greater or lesser degree of 
resistance to the types of injury 
that produce epilepsy. 

“Generally, about one out of 
every 200 children born to 
‘normal’ parents will have the 
disorder while about one out of 
every 40 born to a couple, one of 
whom is epileptic, will have it,” 
she said. 

There are many types of 
epilepsy, and an epileptic may 
have more than on type. 

“Each case is individual,” 
explained the mother of four. 
“That's why it is important to 
receive proper medical advice, 
from a neurologist if at all 
possible.”” 

It is also important to take the 
prescribed medication, because 
failure to do so is the most 
common factor influencing the 
occurrence of seizures. 

“Skipping medication and the 
lack of sleep appear to trigger a 
seizure,” said Mrs. 
“Stress may also play a part in 
their occurrence.

Holiday check from 
Scott aids taxpayers . 


Illinois Attorney General 
William J. Scott gave Illinois 
taxpayers a surprise Christmas 
gift — $221,023 in the form of 
interest earned on money ap- 
propriated by the stale 
legislature for defrauded in- 
vestors in the now defunct City 
Savings and Loan Association, 
Chicago, 

Scott presented the $221,023 
check to Illinois Comptroller 
George W. Lindberg at the State 
of Illinois Building, Chicago. 

‘The check represents interest 
on the $12,467,000 voted by the 
legislature to thousands of 
depositors wh6 were faced with 
loss of their savings when the 
institution was looted by an 
offieer in the 1960s. 

All of the $12 million, except 
$192,000 which is still un- 
claimed, was paid by Dec. 6, 
1974, to individual victims of the 


fraud. However, Scott insisted 
that the state’s appropriation be 
kept in  interest-gearing ac- 
counts until actually paid out, 
and Federal District Judge 
Edwin Robson ruled that the 
interest should go to the state 
general revenue fund. 

The attorney general said this 
and other recoveries by his 
office will strengthen the state’s 
general revenue fund and help 
forestall the possibility of any 
increase in the state income 
tax. 

The $221,023 is part of more 
than $195 million obtained for 
taxpayers in this biennium by 
the attorney general's office 
through legal action in such 
areas as anti-trust and revenue 
tax litigation, and from interest 
generated while these matters 
were pending. 


Survey production costs of 
illinois wheat, milk, beans 


The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture will conduct a 
nationwide survey in early 1975 
to provide a comprehensive and 
up-to-date body of information 
outlining farm production costs 

In Ilinois, the project will 
zero in on costs encountered in 
1974 by producers of wheat, 
corn, oats, soybeans and milk 

Other states will also survey 
costs on barley sorghum, cot- 
ton, rice and peanuts. 

Although there have been 
other production cost studies, 
this effort will be the first of an 
annual series on such a wide 
geographic and commodity 
range and with consistency 
throughout the program. 

Prompting the upcoming 
survey is the growing interest in 
cost of production as one of the 
possible determinants of target 
price or price support levels. 

James R Kendall, 
statistician in charge of the 
Illinois Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service, said 
representatives from his office 
will begin contacting state 
farmers in late January. 

The survey, nationally, will 
reach a _ cross-section of 
producers with from 50 to 5,000 
acres or 20 to 1,000 cows. 

Kendall said questions will 


concern producers’ outlays for 
labor, power and equipment, 
fertilizer and chemicals, 
irrigation, dairy feed and other 
similar costs. All responses by 
producers will be confidential 
and only state, regional and 
national summaries will be 
published 

Kendall notes that ‘‘full and 
accurate participation by 
producers will lead to useful 
information about today's costs 
of production.”

Well casing crucial 
to oil, gas drilling 


Can independent oil and gas. 
rs ease the nation’s 
energy shortages? The in- 
dependent has historically 
drilled about three-fourths of all 
the United States’ ail and gas 


wells. 

Are the independents’ step- 
ping up production? “We're 
sure trying,” comments Serge 
E. Bushong, president of the 
Petroleum Energy’ Producing 
Corporation (PEPCOR), an 
Illinois-based firm with eight 
years of drilling activity in 
Eastern Ohio. 

“It's a constant, day-to-day 
fight,” he said. “Lining up 
drilling rigs and casing has 
been inind-boggling until 
recently.” Going back to the 
first of the year, PEPCOR 
managed to get a rig com- 
mitment,’ but found it im- 
possible to buy ¢asing. 

“Black market casing was 
available at two to three times 
the normal price, but an in- 
dependent can’t bear that kind 
of cost,” he said. “‘So we stayed 
bottlenecked for 
months.’?

“This is enough gas to 
heat 7% million average size 
homes for one day,”” Bushong 
noted. 

Most casing currently being 
made is not going into in- 
ventories, but rather, as in 
PEPCOR’s case, into shallow 
wells, it was explained.

Study of U.S. college sports 
warns against over-emphasis 


‘The pulse is weak, the brow 
fevered. College athletics are 
sick. 

It's a lingering illness — ac- 
tually, it has been hanging 
around several years. The di- 
agnosis was confirmed some 
time ago by a committee, 
headed by George H. Sanford, 
which conducted a six-month 
study for the National Council 
on Education, However, only 
recently did coaches and edu- 
cators take note of the fact in 
a special issue of Phi Delta 
Kappan, national publication 
of Phi Delta Kappa, profes- 
sional fraternity for educa- 
tion. 

“College sports are at a 
crossroads,"’ the Sanford 
committee warned, citing 
widespread recruiting viola- 
tions, overcommercialization 
of sports, excessive pressure 
to win on coaches and players, 
classroom favoritism to ath- 
letes and discrimination 
against blacks and women. 

‘Symptoms of the ailment, 
as detailed in its 150-page re- 
port, include the altering of 
high school academic tran- 
scripts, threats against a high 
school principal who refused 
to alter transcripts, changing 
admission test scores, having 
substitutes take admission 
tests, offering jobs to parents 
or other relatives of a pros- 
pect, getting grades for ath- 
letes in courses they never at- 
tended, using federal work- 
study funds to pay athletes for 
questionable or nonexistent 
jobs and providing a quarter- 
back with a new car every 
year. 

The committee’s conclu- 
sion, substantiated by the 
Kappan contributors, is that 
most of the problems stem 
from the emphasis on victory, 
typified by the Vince Lombar- 
di philosophy of ‘winning 
isn’t everything; it’s the only 


“There is moral decay in 
the ‘win at all costs’ or ‘the 
end justifies the means’ phi- 
losophy,” lamented Indiana’s 


Jack Daugherty. 

“The preoccupation with 
“winning only’ and being No. 1 
is a sick preoccupation for 
scholastic sports,’ echoed 
Darrell Crase of Memphis 
State. “It’s very painful to 
think of all the youngsters 
who love sports but who are 
being eliminated at every 
stage because they aren’t go- 
ing to be ‘winners’ — because 
they are too short or too slow 
or too weak. 

“Parents have been duped 
into thinking that (athletics) 
are ‘good’ and ‘healthy’ and 
‘character building.” But 
when they look at the end re- 
sults, the professionals, can 
they honestly believe that? 
We are building characters, 
not character. 

“The present structure 
should be modified so athlet- 
ics will again be self-initiated, 
fun-oriented and player-con- 


trolled. Athletics should be re- 
claimed from public control 
and brought under strict aca- 
demic control.” 

Collaborationists Robert T. 
Blackburn of Michigan and 
Michael. S. Nyikos of Fort 
Lewis College wrote: “The 
big-time programs are rank 
professionalism. The teams 
are simply unowned and unfi- 
nanced farm clubs for the 
professional football mag- 
nates. Saturday afternoons 
are the proving grounds for 
Sunday’ 's professionals. 

“They are the supply depot 
for an enormous entertain- 
ment business. 

“The athlete’s free ride to 
the university is based on tal- 
ents other than intellectual 
and not on financial need. ... 
Athletic priorities for the 
many fade into the back- 
ground. Intramurals and rec- 
reation suffer."”

Lack of Chicago base may — 
doom GOP state candidates

Republicans are a big joke in 
Chicago. But this is far from 
funny to GOP state leaders now 
undertaking the Herculean job 
of rebuilding the party fortunes 
after the state-wide November 
debacle 

The hopelessness of the 
Republican cause in Chicago, 
the nation’s third largest city, 
was reflected in the failure to 
come up with a serious 
challenger to oppose 
Democratic Mayor Richard J. 
Daley. 

No major party figure wanted 
to run—ihcluding two of the 


GOP’s best-known political , 


names in the area, U.S. 
Attorney James R. Thompson 
and Peter Bensinger. 

Bensinger, a former state 
director of corrections, made a 
creditable showing — in 
November in a losing cause for 
sheriff of Cook County. 

The name of Illinois Atty. 
Gen, William J. Scott figured in 
speculation for awhile until it 
was pointed out he has had an 


official residence in Springfield 
for several years, making him 
ineligible to run for office in 
Chicago. * 

Scott would probably have 
turned down the mayoralty 
opportunity, anyway. He has his 
sights set on a bid for governor 
in 1976. 

Chicago Republicans were 
reduced to backing Alderman 
John J. Hoellen, the only 
Republican on the City Council. 

But whether Hoellen will 
remain in the mayor's race is in 
doubt, since he wants to run for 
his aldermanic seat at the same 
time and there is a legal 
question as to whether he can do 
this. 


Hoellen concedes he doesn’t 
stand a chance to beat Daley, 
but says he is willing to run for 
mayor fo preserve the two- 
party system in Chicago. 

Some. Republicans have 
suggested (hat the party not run 
a candidate for mayor and 
concede the election to Daley. 

However, state law requires 
that there be a primary elec- 
tion, and three minor can- 
didates have fiied on the GOP 
ticket.

Without a respectable 


“voting base in the state's 


metropolitan city, Republican 
chances of winning statewide 
election in Ilinois become 
increasingly bleak. 

Several decades ago, Illinois 
Republicans never worried too 
much about the huge advantage 
held by the democrats in 
Chicago. 

Early election night tallies 
out of Chicago always showed 
Democrats far ahead. But as 
the night wore on, the 
Republican tide began to flow in 
from the Cook County suburbs 
and Downstate, and by dawn 
the Republicans had usually 
pulled out in front. 

But it’s not that simple 
anymore. Downstate is far from 
a Republican stronghold today. 

At one time, such major 
counties as Winnebago (Rock- 
ford), Peoria and Sangamon 
(Springfield) could be counted 
on for heavy GOP majorities. 

But now Winnebago is 
basically Democratic territory

and Sangamon and Peoria could 
be termed swing coun- 
ties,meaning they go either way 
in any individual election. 

Republicans still hold the 
upper hand in the higher- 
income Cook suburbs. But even 
there, political erosion is setting 
in. Good Democratic candidates 
are beginning. to make 
respectable showings, even 
‘winning elections, in some of 
these areas. 

Looking to 1976 and beyond, 
political strategists are 
beginning to doubt that 
Republicans can expect to elect 
a governor and other . state 
candidates without fashioning 
some sort of serious political 
organization in Chicago. 

If Democratic candidates can 
come out of Chicago with 
pluralities of 400,000 and up, the 
chances are increasingly slim 
that Republicans can hen- 
ceforth overcome this edge 
elsewhere in the state. 

It is interesting that in the 


1972 Presidential election, 
Democrat George McGovern 
carried Chicago by more than 
200,000 votes over Republican 
Richard Nixon, who was run- 
ning far ahead everywhere else. 

In. 1968, Democrat Hubert 
Humphrey carried Chicago by 


more than 400,000 votes. As a’ 


result, Nixon—who had been 
expected to carry Illinois big— 
had to settle for’ a com- 
paratively small 134,960 
plurality. 

In the 1972 race for governor, 
Republican Richard B. Ogilvie 
lost the city of Chicago to 
Democrat Dan Walker by 
almost 280,000 votes. 

Despite a good showing in the 
Cook suburbs and Downstate, 
Ogilvie lost the governorship by 
77,499 votes. Had the 
Republicans been able to cut the 
Chicago Democratic edge to 
any substantial extent, Ogilvie 
would still be governor today. 

What is most disturbing of all 
for the Republicans is that the

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New year to bring an attack on cumulative voting _

will be the system of cumulative_ 


voting for members’ of the 
House, 
A fresh start toward this 
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objective was made this year, 
but sponsors of the drive failed 
to obtain the required number 
of signatures to place an 
abolition amendment on the 
ballot. 

- But the ‘results of the 
November election have 
brought fresh impetus to the 
effort. The 1974 balloting on 
state representatives made the 
| cumulative system look ‘more 
ridiculous than ever,” op- 

i ponents of the cumula’ 
procedure contend. 

Few people in Illinois know 

| why this state has such a 
system that permits a voter to 

: cast as many as three votes for 
a single candidate. 

It was established after the 
Civil War in an effort to 
alleviate regional tensions, 

| which developed in the deeply 
divided Lincoln state during the 
war. 

The original goal was to 
assure each party of at least one 


House member in each district. 
But this purpose is no longer 
being served in some areas. The 
objective has become 
meaningless in such places. 
This year, six Democrats took 
advantage ,of the cumulative 
voting procedure to try for 
election by running for 
traditional Republican seats as 
“independents.” Two of them 
succeeded, thus giving 
Democrats all three seats in 
each of two Chicago districts. 
This in itself was a blow to the 
two-party system and adds to 
the confusion ‘of an already 
complicated 79th General 
Assembly. 
As in national politics, party 
ideology has become obs: 
in the Illinois legislature. 
There are Republican 
lawmakers who vote as con 
sistently liberal as any liberal 
Democrat. There are 
Democrats who are as con- 
servative as Barry Goldwater. 


It all depends on the makeup 
one’s legislative district. 
Once again, the purpose of 
cumulative voting is defeated. 
This is not the way the system is 


supposed to work, it is being 
asserted. 


Beneath the Statehouse 
Dome, it has long been said that 
the true purpose of cumulative 
voting today is to assure the 
repeated re-election of House 
members who might be 
eliminated otherwise. 

Cumulative voting is 
probably as responsible as 
anything for the hard core of 
mediocrity which impedes the 
effective working .of the House, 
it is argued. 

What reform groups hope to 
do eventually is not only abolish 
cumulative voting but also 
reduce the size of the House 
from its present unwieldly 177 
members to 118. 

This would be accomplished 
by having one member elected 


from 118 districts instead of 
three from 59 districts, as is now 
the case. 

This would be done through 
approval of a Constitutional 
amendment. Providing suf- 
ficient signatures are obtained 
during the next year and a half, 
the proposition is to be placed 
on the 1976 ballot. 

Prospects for achieving a 1976 
referendum test are better than 
in 1974. There is growing public 
dissatisfaction with the working 
of the legislature as now con- 
stituted. 

People are in the mood for 
reform. They are tired of 
politics as usual. 

Taxpayers are increasingly 
tired of the high and growing 
cost of legislative sessions. It is 
estimated that by reducing the 
size of the House to 118 mem- 
bers, taxpayers would save 
from $2 to $3 million a session. 

The 79th General Assembly 
will also be a constant reminder 
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that cumulative voting no 
longer has as much meaning. 

Because of the November 
landslide, thé Democrats have a 
stranglehold on the House, 
despite cumulative voting. They 
hold 101 of the seats, 12 votes 
more than are required to pass 
a bill. 


There is a question as to how 
many of the 101 are “true” 
Democrats. Some, as noted 
previously, are probably more 
liberal than many a House 
Republican. 

In sch a situation, 
cumulative voting may make no 
sense. 

The 1975 session is shaping up 
as a fragmented one. It could be 
one of the least effective 
legislatures Illinois has had in 


some time. 

These critical times demand 
a better performance, it is being 
said. A divided and weak 
legislature may provide the 
impetus for  “‘long-needed 
reform.” 

Old-line politicians will fight 
it to the hilt, but an end te old 
style cumulative voting may be 
within reach. 

Illinois is the only state in the 
Union which has such a system.

Poinsettias, cactus need special care 


With a little special care, 
including ‘short days” of light 
in late fall and winter, such 
favorite Christmas season 
plants as poinsettia and 
Christmas cactus can be 
maintained from year to year to 
brighten the home with color 
suited to the holiday season, 
says Gerald Coorts, 
floriculturi$t and chairman of 
the Southern Illinois University 
at Carbondale plant and soil 
science department. Both are 
what are considered ‘‘short 
day” plants. 

The poinsettia is one of the 
most popular potted plants for 
home decoration at Christmas. 
The showy parts of the so-called 
flower are actually bracts 
which hold the true flower found 
in the center of the whorl of 
colored bracts. Red-flowered 
plants are most often pur- 
chased, but they also come in 
whité pink and semi-doubles. 

The poinsettia must be 
handled carefully if it is to hold 
its bracts and leaves for any 
lenght of time. It should be in a 
place that provides bright light 
and where the air is not too dry. 
The plant is quite sensitive to 
water, so the soil should be 
maintained at a moderate and 
uniform level of moisture. A 
uniform temperature in the 
range Gf 60 to 75 degrees is best. 
Drafts, sudden temperature 
changes, dry atmogphere, poor 
light, and improper watering is 
likely to cause loss of leaves and 
withering bracts. 

After the plant leaves have 
fallen, gradually reduce 
watering and put the plant in a 
cool (about 55 degrees), dry, 
semi-dark place, such as the 
basement, until spring. Water 
only enough to keep the roots 
and stems from drying out 
completely. Fairly early in the 
spring, about April, bring the 
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plant upstairs and start 
watering. The stems now may 
be pruned back to six-inch 
stubs. Plants may be repotted, 
using a well-drained soil 
mixture rich in organic matter. 
A mixture of equal parts of soil, 
peat and sand will do. 

‘After danger of frost is past, 
the plant may be grown out- 
doors with the pot partly sunk in 
the ground in a_ protected, 
sunny, outside flower bed, 
lifting the pot occasionally 
during the summer to prevent 
roots. from becoming 
established in outside soil. Feed 
the plants once monthly with a 
complete fertilizer, such as 5-10- 
5, or a commercial house plant 
fertilizer, dissolved in water at 
the rate of one teaspoonful per 
quart. . 

Pinching back each shoot at 
least once during the growing 
season will help develop a well- 
shaped poinsettia plarit. Bring 
the plant indoors in the fall 
before first frost. If the ‘‘short 
day” procedures are started 
about Oct. 10, the bracts should 
be showing some color by 
Thanksgiving. During the 
“short-day” period, the plant 
should not receive light from 
late afternoon — about 5 p.m. — 
until morning, providing total 
darkness for about 12 hours 
each night. It is important the 
poinsettia plant receive no 
artificial light af night. Even 
light coming through the 
window from street lights may 
be enough to keep it from 
blooming. If necessary, cover 
the plant with a light-tight box 
or put into a dark closet during 
this time. Night time tem- 
peratures should be no higher 
than 62 degrees, but day tem- 
peratures canbe 10 to 15 
degrees warmer. Once the 


bracts are showing full color, 
extra light is not harmful 

A similar cycle of light and 
short-day treatment is'required 
for that old favorite of the 
holiday season, the Christmas 
cactus. During the growing 
season, the plant does best in a 
bright, sunny location at cool 
temperatures and with medium 
humidity. It should be grown in 
loose porous soil rich in humus. 
Water the Christmas cactus 
sparingly, but do not “grow 
dry” as with other cacti, 
because drying off does not 
promote flowering. 


Maintain a medium fertility 
level in the soil, giving the 
plants a light feeding of a 
complete fertilizer every six to 
eight weeks. The plant requires 
cool temperatures in the fall to 
develop flower buds. They will 
form at 55 degrees regardless of 
day length, or during short days 
at 62 to 65 degrees. No flowering 
occurs usually if grown at 
temperatures above 75 degrees. 
Too much watering at budding 
time will cause the buds to drop 
off. 

After the plant stops blooming 
after the holdiay season, place 
the Christmas cactus in a cool 
place out of direct sunlight. It 
may be placed outside in 
summer in moderate shade and 
brought indoors before first 
frost in the fall. Beginning about 
the first of September, put the 
plant on a short-days schedule 
with at least 12 hours of total 
darkness in a moderately cool 
location of about 62 to 65 
degrees. As soon as the buds 
start to show it may be placed in 
a sunny window. If buds start to 
drop, it may be an indication of 
too high a temperature, too low 
light intensity, or lack of water.

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First half of 1970s saw the passing of three mayors 


Much happened in the Quad-Cities 
and the world during 1974 and the 
first half of the current decade. As 
the period of 1970-74 draws toa close, 
thoughts hark back to the fact that 
this five-year span brought the 
deaths of three longtime local 
mayors — Stephen Maeras of 
Madison in 1970, Dr. John E. Lee Jr. 
of Venice in 1973 and Donald 
Partney Sr. of Granite City in 1974. 

Each experienced a_ few 
controversial times while serving as 
municipal chief executive, but each 
sought to deal conscientiously with 
the challenges facing their city and 
each accomplished much. 

Venice village presidents and city 
mayors, Press-Record files show, 
included Henry Robinson, Francis 
McCambridge, Theodore Selb, 
Thomas McFee and James 
Brammell during the 1873-97 period, 
followed by incorporation and 
Mayor Brammell in 1897-99, Dr. J. 
W. Scott 1899-1911, Dr. John E. Lee 
Sr. 1911-15, John Selb 1915-17, Dr. 
Lee Sr. again in 1917-44, Arthur 
Schmitt 1944-45, Edward Hagnauer 
1945-46, Schmitt again in 1946-47, 
Harry T. Hartman 1947-53, Frank 
Reidleberger Sr. 1953-56, Leo 
Devany 1956-57, Dr. Lee Jr. 1957-73, 
Lloyd Patterson 1973-74 and William 
M. Ebersoldt, beginning in 1974. 


The Village of Madison was led by 
Charles S. Youree in 1891-92, Charles 
Skeen 1893, Warren Champion 1894- 
96, Patrick Coyle 1896-1905, Ferdi- 
nand A. Garesche 1905-37 and Robert 
Dron, 1937-42. Stephen Maeras 
served as mayor from the time of 
Madison city incorporation in 1942 
until his death in 1970 and was suc- 
ceeded by Raymond Kozielek (1970) 


and then Mayor Mike Sasyk (1970 
to the present). 

Granite City mayors have been J. 
G. McRoberts 1896-97, Mark Henson 
1897-99, Julius Rosenburg 1899-1903, 
John Edwards 1903, Alvin Morefield 
1903, John B. Judd 1903-05, Morgan 
LeMasters 1905-09, Charles A. Uzzell 
1909-10, George Kennedy 1910-11, 
Marshall E. Kirkpatrick 1911-15, J. 
C. Steele 1915-17, Kirkpatrick again 
1917-19, Bert E. Hodges 1919-21, R. 
E. Robertson 1921-27, Kirkpatrick 
for a third span in 1927-33, Arthur M. 
Jennings 1933-35, a fourth Kirpatrick 
tenure in 1935-42, E. B. Grantham 
1942-45, Charles W. Moerlien 1945-49, 
Leonard R. Davis 1949-65, Donald 
Partney 1965-73 and Mayor Paul 
Schuler, 1973 to the present. 

The City of Granite City for the 
past quarter century has included 
the territory of the former City of 
Nameoki. Village and city leaders in 
Nameoki history were Chris H. 
Kunnemann 1917-25, George H. 
Muelder 1925-33, Mathew Mimlitz 
1933-35, William C. Harris 1935-41, 
Leonard Turnbull 1941-45 and Leroy 
Larsh 1945-49. 

Many other individuals played 
major roles in the administration of 
local incorporated government over 
the years, of course, but the 
recapitulation of mayors and 
presidents spotlights a large number 
of the individuals and families who 
helped bring this community from 
an undeveloped rural area to its 
present bustling and complex 
residential-commercial-industrial 
activity.

Not nice to fool us—Common 
Cause and other lobbies say

Common Cause has bitten off 


WASHINGTON — If a lot of 
the House Democrats meeting 
in a secret caucus Dec. 2-3 felt 
someone was looking over 
their collective shoulder, they 
were right. It was Common 
Cause. 

Earlier in the year, once the 
nominees for the November 
congressional elections had 
been chosen, Common Cause 
mailed them all a question- 
naire on the key House reform 
issues likely to be voted on at 
the Derfipcratic caucus. 

Of the 291 Democrats 
elected to the next Congress, 
221 responded to the survey, 
including an overwhelming 
majority of the 75 incoming 
freshmen Democrats. 

While there is nothing legal- 
ly binding about the positions 
they took on the question- 
naire, some soon will discover 
that it’s not nice to fool Com- 
mon Cause. 

Although the key reform 
votes were cast secretly in the 
caucus, Common Cause, in- 
formed by its many support- 
ersinside the House chamber, 
believes most Democrats 
voted as they said they would. 

For example, 146 told Com- 
mon Cause they would vote to 
take away the intimidating 
committee assignment role 
from Wilbur Mills’ Ways and 
Means Committee, and the fi- 

‘nal vote was 146 to 122. 

On the other reform meas- 
,ures, Common Cause hoped to 
obtain roll-call voting lists to 


tionnaire responseS. 

John Gardner, president of 
the lobby, told reporters as he 
released the questionnaire re- 
sults before the caucus that 
“we will notify our local 
units’ if any legislators 
showed a change of heart 
when the crucial votes were 
cast. . 

Gardner was referring to 
the reform-minded lobby’s 
presence in each of the na- 
tion's 435 congressional dis- 
tricts. Also, 20 states have 
statewide Common Cause 
leadership, which provides 
even more thorough coordina- 
tion of pressure on members 
of Congress. 

The National Rifle Associa- 
tion (NRA), whose Washing- 
ton lobbyists singlehandedly 
have kept the Congress from 
enacting effective gun-control 
laws despite majority public 
sentiment in favor of them, is 
a good example of a one-issue 
lobby with a set r 
mechanism when its issue is 
considered on Capitol Hill. 

The NRA simply pushes 
buttons on its mailinglist 
computer, alerting NRA 
members around the nation 
who immediately flood Con- 
gress with mail and tele- 
grams protesting gun control 
and threatening retribution at 
the polls on the next election 
day. 

While the NRA technique 
seems to work well enough, it 
is applied to only one specific, 
though emotional, subject. 


a larger and less-emotiona) 
bite — the reform of the Con- 
gress to make it, in Gardner’s 
words, more accountable to 
the public. 

For most Americans, re- 
forming the Congress lacks 
the sex appeal of gun control. 
So does most labor-oriented 
legislation, but the AFL-CIO, 
for example, gets around that 
by letting ‘each legislator 
know just how much past and 
future campaign contrikytion 
money is at stake on his vote. 

It’s just something between 
George Meany and the law- 
makers, and it’s very effec- 
tive. 

But John Gardner tries 
hard to share his lobbying ac- 
tivities with the public in an 
effort to get everyone in- 
volved in the process of open 
representative government. 

Common Cause agents 
around the nation have be- 
come adept at writing letters 
to their representatives, fol- 
lowed by letters to local news- 
papers and political writers, 
followed by public confronta- 
lions the first time an errant 
or wavering politician returns 
home.

What future awaits the gift pets ?- 


To the Editor, 

It's that time of the year 
again when hundreds of puppies 
and kittens are received as 
Christmas presents. 

These little darlings Zmake 
wonderful gifts. But they 
shouldn't be given unless you 
know that the persons receiving 
them really want one — and can 
give it the medical and physical 
care that is required. 

Many of these puppies and 
kittens will be returned to the 
shelters or abandoned a few 
weeks later. 

If they make it past the first 
month, many will be gotten rid 
of as soon as the females’ first 
season. 

Also, any male pup who 
happens to be in an area where 
there is a female will be gotten 
rid of, because his owner can’t 
keep him under control 

This is even more bothersome 
with cats. Their seasons are 
more frequent, and they are 
much harder to handle at this 
time. 


A male cat will leave home 
for days, even weeks, to come 
home torn and bleeding from 
fights over females. 

All of this could be avoided by 
having male and female cats 
and dogs spayed or castrated at 
around six months of age. Both 
of these operations can be done 
at the Humane Society of 
Missouri for about the same 
amount of money it takes to 
raise a litter of puppies or 
kittens until they are old enough 
to give away. 

From January 1974 through 
September 1974, 12,801 dogs, 
6,758 cats and 955 other animals, 
for a total of 20,514 animals, 
were humanely destroyed at the 
Humane Society of Missouri on 
Macklind Avenue. 

This is just one shelter. It does 
not include the city pound or 
any other shelter in St. Louis. 

I was told by a humane officer 
in our area that most of the dogs 
that are destroyed in our area 
shelters are of mixed breeds. 


By taking the above figures as 
an example, just sit down and 
figure how many are killed 
yearly in the United States. 

If you could just see and hear 
these poor creatures mourning 
for their masters in these 
shelters, you could never leave 
another one if you really care 
for it. 

It takes very large sums of 
money to care for, or if need be 
destroy, these unwanted pets. 

If there were not so many 
unwanted pets, these monies 
could be used for clinics to alter 
these dogs and cats at very little 
or no cost. 

Therefore, readers, if you got 
a puppy or kitten for Christmas, 
or if you have grown pets at 
home, think seriously of having 
him or her altered. 

Call the Humane Society or 
any veterinarian and inquire 
how simple these operations 
are, and what better pets you 
will have as a result.

But for someone to tell a deaf 
person wearing a hearing aid, 
who has said he is deaf and a lip 
reader—and with three other 
witnesses. saying yes he is 
deaf—for a police officer to tell 
him that he is just playing 
games is certainly not in- 
telligent, to my way of thinking. 

He stopped my son for not 


making the stop sign—which he 
and the girls said he made—for 
which he gave him a ticket. 

‘The officer made him get out 
of the car. He did not believe 
him when he and the other three 
students with him said he was 
deaf. 

He looked in the car, went 
through his school books and 
asked why, if he was deaf, he 
was taking American history

—a threat to 
cars’ future? 


Are beleaguered U.S. auto 
mobile industry desperately 
is seeking a moratorium on 
any new government-dictated 
safety or antismog gadgetry 
between now and. 1978. 

The alternative? ‘Heavier, 
more expensive cars and pos- 
sibly an end to the nation’s 
biggest industry as Ameri- 
cans know it. 

Lee A. Iacocca, a hard-hit- 
ting man whose mettle is be- 
ing tested’these days — along 
with his patience — as presi- 
dent of the Ford Motor Co., 
has found a way to dramatize 
the industry’s fight to put a 
halt to the building of cars ac- 
cording to government speci- 
fications instead of to what 
the public wants. 

Like other auto industry 
leaders, Iacocca believes gov- 
ernment rules. — often 
changed in the middle of the 
game — are working against 
each other. That is, if a new 
auto is equipped with all the 
required safety precautions, 
it is too heavy and therefore 
uses too much gasoline. 
Therefore it cannot meet the 
government’s other set of 
rules requiring better fuel 
economy, etc. 

Iacocca puts it this way: 
Ford has an idea that could 
save American motorists $9 
billion a year. But it won’t 
work without some aid and 
comfort from the federal gov- 
ernment. 

Between next year and 1978, 
new government standards 
either already on the statute 
books or in the works would 
increase the cost of a Ford 
Pinto by $847, add 355 pounds 
to its weight and cut fuel econ- 
omy by three to four miles per 
gallon. 

“By 1978,” Iacocca warns, 
“the Pinto no longer will be a 
Pinto: What started with the 
1971 model as a $2,000, 2,000- 
pound economy car will be a 
$5,000, 3,000-pound car with 
lower fuel economy.” 

But Iacocca has an alterna- 
tive, if the government will go 
along. He displays an artist’s 
conception of a 1978-prototype 
Pinto that would cost $820 less 
than one built to projected 
federal standards, would 


weigh 426 pounds less and 
would get about a third better 
fuel economy. Moreover, the 
Ford president adds, it would 
provide almost the same pub- 
lic health and safety benefits. 

Assuming co! ible sav- 
ings if all cars sold in the U.S. 
market were built to similar 
specifications, eliminating 
what the government either 
demands or plans to demand, 
and you come up with Iacoc- 
ca’s $9 billion savings to the 
car buyer. 

It’s based on the annual sale 
of 11 million U.S. autos. 

There would be other sav- 


gas annually if all cars on the 
road were built to the stand- 
ards recommended by Ford 
rather than to federal stand- 
ards. 

‘And don't forget the two 
million tons a year of materi- 
als that could be saved — ma- 
terials now needed to build 
cars, along with the freeing of 
$5 billion the industry other- 
wise must invest to meet fed- 
eral safety and health re- 
quirements. 

“There’s nothing we would 
like better than to avoid fur- 
ther huge increases in car 
prices and meet the Presi- 
dent’s target of 40 per cent 
improvement in the fuel econ- 
omy of cars,” Iacocca em- 


phasizes. 

“But there’s no way we can 
do either one if the 1978 model 
standards come into effect.” 

Like other industry leaders, 
he sees the government de- 
feating its own purposes with 
conflicting regulations, at the 
same time strangling the na- 
tion’s largest industry. 

These are some of the rea- 
sons Iacocca and other indus- 
try spokesmen are calling for 
a five-year moratorium on 
government standards for 
autos — a moratorium, the in- 
dustry insists, that would give 
the country a chance to beat 
inflation, to recover from re- 
cession, to gain some inde- 
pendence from the Arab oil 
states and decide which of the 
proposed new auto health- 
safety regulations would be a 
mistake. 


Hope to reform aid 
that encourages men 
to loaf, leave family 


WASHINGTON — In recent 
years there have been numer- 
ous studies into what is 
“wrong” with the nation’s 
welfare system, but few con- 
crete proposals on what to do 
about it. 

Now, a congressional sub- 
committee has not only docu- 
mented the inequities, work 
disincentives, overgenerous 
benefits and administrative 
chaos of the welfare system, 
but also come up with sweep- 
ing proposals for reform. 

Among other things, the 
House-Senate Joint subcom- 
mittee on Fiscal Policy pro- 
poses to eliminate two of the 
best-known welfare pro- 
grams: food stamps for the 
needy and aid to families with 
dependent children (AFDC).

cash grants for the poorest 
and tax relief for low- and 
moderate-income workers. 


‘Here would be the results of 
suth reform: 

—'Persons with little or no 
private income would receive 
the full cash grant and tax re- 
lief and pay no income tax. 

— Persons with small in- 
comes would receive @ more 
modest cash grant and full tax 
relief. 

— Persons in the middle-in- 
come brackets would not re- 
ceive any cash but would pay

used to package white lead 
paste, which until 1940 was the 
principal ingredient for paint. 
Since at that time N L was 
probably the largest producer 
of white lead, this facility 
represented a substantial 
captive market. . 

During World War II, the 
Steel Package Plant, in addition 
to making paint pots for white 
lead, was manufacturing shell 
casings for 75 and 100 mm. 
artillery. With the advent of 
ready-mixed paint in the late 
30's and early 40's, the white 
lead business began to 
diminish. 

In 1946 a decision was made to 
enter the container industry on 
a competitive basis to utilize 
production facilities and 
replace the diminishing captive 
market 

Initially, they made one style 
container, which was the 5-gal. 
pail. Shortly thereafter they 
entered the Kerocan business. 
‘This was all done on a one line 


operation. At the same time the. 


company continued _to 
manufacture paint pots or 
drawn buckets as a fill-in. 

In 1949 the firm purchased 
additional equipment to start 
the second line and also entered 
the tight head drum market. 
From 1949 to 1971 the business 
remained fairly stagnant, 
During this period significant 
progress ‘was made in 
penetrating the container 
market. However, in the 
process of developing 
customers and an acceptable 
product line, the division 
continued to meet compétitive 
prices, resulting in marginal 
profits, This, together with the 
continued manufacturing of 
drawn buckets which was also a 
loss item, resulted in very poor 
profitability. 

In 1972 a major plant 
rearra ment and moder- 
nization program was begun to 
improve the efficiency and 
operating cgst of the plant. 
SubsequentW¥¥ the efficiency did 
improve from 8,000 units per 
day to 11,000 units per day. 
Total plant manning dropped 
from 110 production employes 
on a one-shift basis to 90 
production employes on a two- 
shift basis. Alson, the 
marketing strategy changed. 
Since they had developed a 
reputation in the industry for 
producing a quality product and 
established themselves as a 
reliable source of supply, they 
began to do selective selling. 

At ‘the present time, ap- 
proximately 85 per cent of the 
total sales are lithographed 
containers, and because of the 
reputation-for qualit#” and 
service they are able to realize 
full list price for the product, It 
is no longer necessary to extend 
extensive discounting to 
customers in order to improve 
or maintain a share of the

Coal-related cut 


The mid-month coal miners’ 
strike forced a substantial 
cutback of domestic steel 
production in November, 
although there was little impact 
at Granite City Steel. 

According to the American 
Iron and Steel Institute, mills in 
this country poured 11,625,000 
tons of raw steel during the 
month. This was a drop of 
nearly one million tons from 
October’s 12,617,000-ton output. 
It also was the lowest one- 
month ‘raw steel production 
total since February. 

Most of the dip occurred in 
basic oxygen steelmaking. 
These Furnaces are more 
dependent on molten pig iron, 
smelted by coke made from 
coal, than are the other two 
steel production ‘processes 
currently in use. 

In November, BOF output 
reached 6,573,000 tons—a drop 
of almost 700,000 tons from the 
October production of 7,277,000 
tons.
